For 
the most part they rang with pro 
phecies of Democratic success and 
•with condemnation of the conduc 
of national affairs under the present 
Republican administration. 


At Chicago Jotrett Shouse, chair 


man of the national executive com- 
mittee of the Democratic 
party 


•warned Democrats against the dan 
ger of over-confidence. Success that 
seems assured in January has been 
known to dissolve before November 
he said. 


Gov. 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt of 


New York, was the principal speak 
er at the New York City Victory din- 
ner. He urged that Democrats con- 
duct a campaign 
free from preju- 


dice, ana he deplored the tendency 
to "blame all our present troubles 
on the president."

ner Gov. Roosevelt was endorsed as

The resolution agreed to would be 


ratified by 
constitutional

tions instead of state legislatures 
and the 18th amendment read: 


"The congress shall have the 


power to regulate or to prohibit the 
manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating liquors within and 
the importation 
thereof into, and 


the exportation thereof from 
the 


United States and all territory sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof, for 
beverage purposes, provided, how- 
ever, that such power of regulation 
shall not be construed or applied to 
abridge or deny the right of 
any 


state to authorize the manufacture, 
sale, or transportation or use of 
such intoxicating liquors, wholly 
within the border of such state, and 
such power of regulation or any 
power of the- congress to regulate 
interstate and foreign 
commerce 


shall not be construed to empower 
the congress to authorize the ship- 
ment, transportation or importation 
Into any state of intoxicating li 
quors for beverage or other ~pur- 
pose.s, whenever the 
manufacture, 


sale, transportatloir"o'ti >_se of such 
liquors has been prohib,.ed by the 
laws of such state; and '-ai " such 
shipment or importation of intoxi- 
cating liquors into such etate in vi- 
olation of its laws, is prohibited, and 
any such shipment or Importation 
shall be subject to the laws of the 
state upon its arrival therein."

Report Presented on Survey 


for Metropolitan 
Sew- 


erage System 


That there is clear evidence of 


need for relief of pollution In. the 
Fox river between Neenah and Kau- 
kauna and that the problem can be 
more adequately solved by tho co- 
operative action of municipalities 
involved, were the two major con- 
clusions revealed by Samuel Greeley 
of Pierce, Greeley, and Hanson, Chi- 
cago, engineers, at a meeting of the 
Fox River Valley Municipalities as- 
sociation at Kenasha Thursday eve- 
ning. All cities and villages in the 
association, excepting 
Green 
Bay 


and DePere, were represented at the 
meeting. 


Relative to the measures available 


for th* correction of Fox river pol- 
lution, Greeley • presented data 
on 


three plans, one to include a. single 
sewage disposal plant below Kau- 
kauna, another to include disposal 
plants at Kaukauna and at Men- 
asha-Neenah, and a third to include 
plants at Kaukauna, Menasha-Nee- 
nah, and Appleton. The estimated 
cost of the three plant project was 
about $1,400,000, the report Indicat- 
ed. 


Survey Conducted 


The survey to determine sewage 


disposal needs in the Fox river val- 
ley has been underway here the past 
three months. Mr. Greeley, explain- 
ing findings compiled in the survey, 
revealed that after determining the 
area affected 
in seWag* 
disposal 
plans, Btudiecj had been mad* of the 
river and its Various characteristics, 
the pollution load, both present' 
future, and the necessary corrective 
measures, illustrating his talk with 
charts and diagrams. ' 


The present 
population in 
the 
area affected is approximately 55,- 
000, 
with 128,000 as the reasonable 


future figure on which to base cal- 
culations, 
he stated. 
The proper 


sewage facilities would provide for 
300 gallons per capita per 24 hours, 
Including the natural drainage of 
surface water, and would also pro- 
vide for industrial sewage of several 
millions of gallons per day.

eadingr economists of

States, after two months of Inter- 
hange of opinion, have agreed upon 
a program of economic action, which 
hey believe should revive business, 
estore values, increase employment 
nd strengthen banks. 
Warren M. Persons, 
prominent 


conomist, in an exclusive interview 
with the Associated Press today, said- 
he program has been endorsed by| 
rade associations, congressmen, gov- 
rnment economists, farm organiza- 
iona and prominent individuals. Its 
uccess, he said, depended upon wide 
ooperation of important interests, 
sarticolarly industrialists and bank- 
rs, and that It seemed assured. 
Their program Is relatively simple, 


and Dr. Persons explained, repre- 
ents the least common denominator 
jf effective platforms upon which 
agreement seemed possible. 


They start out from these 
four 


;eneral conclusions: 
, 
" — Thought some important 
ad- 


ustments of various elements of 
cost and overhead remain 
to 
be 


made, the general 
contraction of 


credit and deflation of prices have 
;on« far enough. 


••2 — The United States can have 


substantial business recovery with- 
out waiting for a solution of Eu- 
rope's difficulties. 


•'3 — Recovery ^> possible, on 
a 


sound money basis without recourse 
to monetary panaceas, but — 


"4 — The depression will not cure 


tself, and requires prompt, intelli- 
gent and vigorous action." 


JFavor Four Steps 


Then the economists recommend 


the four following steps: 


"1— The enactment of the bill es- 


tablishing the reconstruction finance 
corporation to deal more effectively 
with emergency situations. 


"2 — Proper economy in municipal 


state, and national budgets, and in- 
creased taxation. 


"3 — A liberal federal reserve policy, 


designed to check credit contraction 
and encourage some expansion. 


"4 — A commercial banking policy 


co-operating with the reserve banks 
In checking credit decreases and en- 
couraging increases, including 
- "C&f An increase In sound invest- 
ments, 


"(B) 
Cooperation in aiding neces- 


sary treasury financing, 


"(C) Borrowing from federal re- 


serve banks when neceasary to meet 
these and other sound needs." 


They express the conviction that 


prosecution 
of these policies is 


sound, involves no important risks, 


and should exert powerful pressure 
toward these lour ends: 


"1—Stopping: the downward trend 


of prices, 


"2—Returning hoarded money to 


the banks, 


"3—Restoring the normal value of 
securities, and 


"4—Starting the beginning of busi- 


ness recovery." 


Support Required 


Economists and others in the ac- 


tion taken, Dr. Persons explained, 
freely offer their services "In a non- 
partisan and disinterested 
move- 


ment to defeat further economic suf- 
fering and destruction, but other in- 
terests, 
particulary 
industrials 


and bankers,- must be relied upon tp 
make any-program effective." 
The 


program, he said, was not drawn up 
to advance any private interest of 
members of the group, other than as 
private interests may be served by 
general business recovery. 


Dr. Persons, consulting economist 


and former professor of economics 
at Harvard, la chairman of 
the 


group. 


"The first problem," he explained, 


"was to ascertain if there was a 
sound economlwprogram which oould 
be expected to work and the second 
was so to develop it that a represent- 
ative group of leading economists of 
the United States could jointly en- 
dorse it. The third problem was to 
obtain the support of all interests in 
the country necessary to make the 
program effective. 
The first 
two 


problems are solved, and the third 
is in rapid process of solution. 


"United on a sound program, we 


can and will defeat the forces of de- 
flation; divided, we shall, ourselves, 
be deflated and improverished and 
our gold standard imperilled. It is 
for us to decide whether, in 1932, 
enlightened cooperative action is to 
replace unenlightened individualistic 
action, whether business expansion 
is to replace business contraction 
and whether the wages of employed 
labor are to be resumed, or substi- 
tuted for doles to unemployed."

lations bill, imposing: upon all utility 
companies the cost of any investiga- 
tions concerning them, up to 1 per 
cent of their gross revenues, was in 
the hands of Governor La Toilette 
today. 


Sponsored by Senator O. S. Loo- 


mis of Mauston, the measure went 
through the senate last Tuesday and 
was concurred in by the assembly 
late yesterday by a large majority. 


It amends the portion of the 1931 


regulation law •which a lower court 
held unconstitutional because it per- 
mitted the Public Service commis- 
sion to exempt utilities from paying 
investigation costs under 
circum- 


stances which the commission con- 
sidered in the public interest. 


However, the supreme court ruled 


Tuesday that the 
authority thus 


vested in the commission "was not in- 
valid. While this would have enabled 
the original law to stand pending a 
possible appeal to the tJ. S. Supreme 
court by the Wisconsin Telephone 
company, which contested it, the 
Public Service commission wanted 
the Loomis bill passed. 


The bill limits the charges that 


may be made against any investigat- 
ed utility to one per cent of its gross 
revenues. 
The 
commission may 


charge utilities for costs whether in- 
vestigations are made on its own mo- 
tion or at the request of utilities. 


After killing the Rubin resolution 


on the running of freight cars over 
Milwaukee streets earlier in the day, 
the assembly made an about face 
by adopting an amendment and then 
approving the resolution. The meas- 
ure asks the Public Service commis- 
sion to hold hearings with a view 
to preventing the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and Light company

Several 
hundred men are directly dependent 
upon pulp mills for their jobs and sev- 
eral hundred more jobs will be placed 
in serious jeopardy if these mills are 
abandoned. Already pulp manufao 


, turers have ceased to buy wood with 


the view of closing down their mills 


- when the present supply is exhausted, 
' unless in the meantime relief from this 
v intolerable foreign competition is ob- 
. tained. .Annihilation of the pulp in- 


dustry here would be the most serious 
economic blow in the history of the 
city.

CASUAL OR ATOPIC ASTHMA 
Not all that wheezes Is asthma. 


Anybody with acute bronchitis may 
for a brief period do a creditable job 
of solo wheezing. Then, too, a good 
many victims of chronic bronchitis 
eventually develop a regular chron- 
ic wheeze, or a chestful of whistles 
of assorted pitch. Mature or elderly 
subjects of 
emphysema 
(heaves) 


behave as tho their chests or lungs 
were constantly 
overinflated, and 


that is precisely what 
ails them; 


such persons strive to deflate but 
are always a bit behind with it and 
hence always "out of breath," tho in 
tact, as I say, they're fairly bursting 
with too much breath. The patho- 
logical 
state 
in emphysema 
is 


atrophy or loss of elasticity in the 
lungs, so that the air cells become 
permanently ballooned. 


In old times doctors regarded any 


marked difficulty of breathing 
as 


asthma. Later they 
learned that In 


some cases the cause of the diffi- 
culty or shortness of breath or short 
windedness was heart disease, and 
they called the difficulty in such 
cases "cardiac asthma." "Cardiac" 
is merely a bombastic medical term 
meaning pertaining to the heart. If 
you tell the regular 
or reputable 


charlatan you have heart trouble he 
will examine 
you carefully, take 


about $75 away from you, and In- 
form you there Is some cardiac in- 
sufficiency. Thus enlightened jou 
run away and take your digitalis, 
satisfied you've 
done 
something 


about it. 
There is still a type of difficulty in 


bieathmg, due to advanced Bright's 
disease (nephritis) which was for- 
merly called "lenal 
asthma," but 


this is comparatively rate. 


The true bronchial or spasmodic 


asthma occurs In persons 
of any 


age, in periodic attacks lasting from 
hours to days, with intervals of com- 
plete or comparative relief. In typ- 
ical 
cases the most searching ex- 


amination of the patient In an In- 
terval fails to elicit any indication 
of the trouble. In this respect true 
spasmodic asthma resembles epilep- 
sy in an Individual whom he ex- 
amines in the Interval between seiz- 
ures, tho casual signs may arouse 
the doctor's suspicion. 
To the best of our present knowl- 


edge typical true asthma in half of 
all cases is an allergic, anaphylactic, 
or atopic reaction. That means some- 
thing like hi\es from eating shell- 
fish—if you're funny that way. 
Very peculiar and interesting are 


many cases. Mr. Sherlock Holmes 
might have found a task 
to his 
taste detecting the specific cause of 
the trouble in some of these cases 
A little boy suffered attacks invari- 
ably when his parents took him out 
riding, and his pa, a doctor, assumed 
It must be some sort of pollen in the 
country air.

NOTE TO BOLSHEVIKI 


On Jan. 15, 1918. the British La- 


bor Party placed itself on record re- 
garding war issues in a message to 
tho Russian people and an appeal 
to the peoples of Central Kurope. 


The message followed the icfusal 


of tho Germans at th« Brest-Lito\sk 
conference to admit the principal o* 
self-determination of people and the 
doctrine of no annexations.

tal living on the Islands. 


The Japanese are the largest logi- 


cal group on the islands, wjjile the 
pure Hawaiians are in a small mi- 
nority. 
In a total population of 


368,338 there are 139,631 Japanese, 
or 37.9 per cent, and 22,636 pure 
Hawaiians, or 6.1 per cent. 


Other racial groups are: Hawaiian 


Caucusians 15,632 or 4.2 per cent, 
Asiatic-Hawaiians 12,592' or 3.4 per 
cent; Portugese 27,588 or 7.5 per cent 
Porto RIcans 6,671 or l.S per cent; 
Spaniards 1,219 or 0.3 per cent; oth- 
er Caucasians, Including Americans, 
English and Germans, 44,895 or 12.2 
per cent; Chinese 27,179 or 7.4 per 
cent; Koreans 6,461 or l.S per cent;

Weather Is by the Part— That's 
Why Millions of Weather Rec- 


ords Are Kept in Wash- 


ington 


Statistics of climate are 
merely 


digests or summaries of past -weath- 
er, but they indicate, In a general 
way, the weather of the future. 


There is a common impression to 


the effect 
that conservative 
me- 


teorologists do not engage in Ions- 
range weather forecasting:, 
except 


perhaps, in an 
experimental and 


academic way, without reference to 
any direct application of their fore- 
casts to human affairs. 
This idea 


Is hardly consistent with the fact 
that nearly every big meteorological 
establishment in the world compiles 
and issues climatic statistics, which 
are used as a means of anticipating 
the weather of the distant future 
and axe intended chiefly 
for that 


purpose. 


For example,^ the Department of 


Agriculture published a few years 
ago, as a section of the beautiful 
Atlaa of American Agriculture, some 
elaborate charts showing the aver- 
age dates of the last "killing" frost 
In the spring and the first in autumn 
in all parts of the United States. 
These charts are merely a record of 
what has happened in past years. 
They enable farmers and fruit-grow- 
ers to know approximately when, In 
any locality, frosts are due. 


In a similar way, engineers. In 


designing sewers, assume that heavy 
rainfalls in the future will not great- 
ly exceed In intensity those of the 
past as recorded in the climate sta- 
tistics of tho locality; doctors send 
their patients to places where bene- 
ficial 
climatic 
conditions 
have 


hitherto prevailed on the assump- 
tion that 
substantially the same 


conditions will continue and so on. 


It is chiefly because of such prac- 


tical considerations that meteo_rolo- 
glsts maintain weather observations 
on a, vast scale throughout the world 
and publish these records or digests 
of all these observations. There are 
many places in Europe and a few 
in our own country where weather 
records have been kept continuous- 
ly for more than & century. 


Some of these records are of for- 


midable size. One of the startling 
sights to be seen in the "Weather 
Bureau library at "Washington is a 
file of volumes containing 
dally 


measurements of rainfall made in 
India. Each volume, presenting the 
figures for a single year, is as big 
as an unabridged dictionary and 
weighs about 12 pounds.

balance the budget. 


After sevei-a! weeks of jockeying 


between the Democrats and the Re- 
publicans the 
administration has 


taken the offensive once more in an 
endeavor to bring: about a balanced 
budget for the fiscal year beginning 
next July. 
The 
Democrats have 


promised to submit their own pro- 
gram but have not yet made It pub- 
lic. The treasury department speak- 
ing for the administration, has now 
given the details.of Its plan but at 
the same time has taken the posi- 
tion that It will not quibble over tax 
rates or a formula so long as the ob- 
jective—a balanced budget—is as- 
sured. 


This has switched the. responsibil- 


ity squarely on congress either to 
accept the treasury plan or grive the 
country a better one. The test of 
any plan is whether It produces the 
necessary revenue. 
On this 
the 


treasury has an advantage because 
it has made a much more thorough 
investigation of what kinds of taxes 
will yield revenues than has any 
committee of congress. 


Decline In Incomes 


The biggest disclosure made by 


Secretary Mellon in his latest com- 
munication to the house ways and 
means committee is the way the so- 
called rich people 
of the country 


have lost incomes. 
'Whereas there 


used to be 375,000 persons with in- 
comes over 510,000 a year there now 
are only 258,000. 
The drop in in- 


come to the government 
in the 


group earning $10,000 or over is ap- 
proximately $663,000,000. When it is 
noted that the total receipts from In- 
come taxes dropped from $1,164,000 
000 in 1928 to $474,000,000 in 1930 it 
will be seen that $690,000,000 has been 
lost in taxes on the entire income 
tax and that all but $26,000,000 came 
from the group earning $10,000 a 
year or over. 


The situation in the class with in- 


comes from, $5,000 to $10,000 was not 
quite so bad. There was a falling off 
in tax paid of only $4,000,000, name- 
ly from $21,000,00 
to 
$17,000,000. 


There are 
now 606,000 taxpayers 


with Incomes between 
$5,000 and

1928. 
Some idea of the clumsiness 


of the present tax system can be 
obtained when it is observed that 
the federal government now 
gets 


only $17,000,000 out 
of 606,000 tax- 


payers whereas it used to- receive 
$1,109,000,000 from 375,000 individu- 
als and because 
of the depression 
this has been cut down to $446,000,- 
000, a loss of over $663,000,000. 


Broader Taxation 


Under such 
circumstances 
the 
treasury department takes its stand 
definitely on the thesis that a broad- 
er base of taxation must be reach- 
ed and that Instead of depending on 
the Tips and downs in business of 
only about 758,000 individuals with 
Incomes over $5,000 
a year, more 


revenue must be obtained from the 
groups below $5,000 a year. It is es- 
timated that the treasury plan to 
return to the 1924 tax law will bring 
back into the tax paying 
group 


about 1,700,000 individuals so that 
the federal taxpayers would 
total 


in the neighborhood of 3,600,000. In 
a nation of 120,000,000 people this is 
a relatively small number, 
namely 


about 3J per cent. 
As a matter of 


fact even under the proposed laws 
fewer than 30,000 people, or .4 of 1 
per cent, would contribute 90 per 
cent of the total tax.

signs of undernourishment. Medical 
statistics may tell a different story, 
but the physical appearance of a 
population living on bread and pota- 
toes is difficult for a lay eye to dis- 
tinguish from one living 
on more 


than enough meat, eggs and milk. 


At this unusual 
moment when 


tens of millions 
of jobless In the 


chief centers of western civilization 
are eating less than they ever did 
before, no question is more inter 
esting than that 
of the limits to 


which diet may be reduced without 
actual physical injury. 
Haphazard 


examples are no scientific criteron, 
but is it, nevertheless, noteworthy 
that the champion junior wrestler of 
Falkenstein, a husky youth of nine- 
teen, Jobless for two years, has lived 
those two years on almost nothing 
but bread and potatoes, and can still 
pin the shoulders 
of any other 


youth in town; and that the captain 
of the Falkenstein football team, a 
master in the strenuous 
game of 


soccer, twenty-three years old, has 
been jobless for three years, and 
during that time has also lived al- 
most exclusively on bread and pota- 
toes. 


Diet Scant and Simple 


The virtues of a scant and simple 


diet were proved at the Amsterdam 
Olympic games, where the Finns, a 
nation of 2,000,000, won third place 
over nations with twenty times their 
population. The Finns won nearly 
every flat race they entered. We lost 
all we entered but one, though our 
runners were world record holders. 
American coaches cited the Finnish 
menu "lean beef and 
potatoes," 


against that of the S. S. Roosevelt, 
too long to print In a newspaper 
column. Chinese coolies 
perform 


their miracles of sustained running 
on a nice diet that, placed before 
& European, would convince **<r" be 
was doomed to starvation. 


Germany's 15,000,000 Jobless work- 
ers and their families have so little 
money for food that, statistically, 
they must be hungry. Subjectively 
many of them certainly are so. Ob- 
jectively some of them must be un- 
der nourished. It Is impossible for a 
single observer to see more than a 
small fraction of the 15.000,000. But 
the comparatively healthy appear- 
ance, the sometimes 
astonishingly 


healthy condition of some of them 
as the Falkenstein 
athletes, sup 


ports the hypothesis that in norma 
times in prosperous countries most 
persons cat for pleasure and not to 
satisfy bodily needs that could be 
satisfied far more simply and frug 
ally. 


Over a breakfast In our hotel the 


Falkenstein football captain, Sander 
a handsome well-built youth, pausei 
between mouthfuls of the highly ap 
predated ham to explain, "I'd'like 
to have more to eat than the breac 
and potatoes of the unemployed, but 
I reckon I don't need it. The ham 
he admitted, was the first meat he 
had in se\en days. "But he's the 
best forward in Yogrtland," exclaim 
ed a fellow p'.ayer. Sander outlinec 
his parents' budget; father, unem 
ployed, 11 marks dole; brother, un 
employed, 4 marks 50 pfennige dole 
sister, employed in factory, S marks 
wages;

unemployed, - 


marks 50 dole—making a total of 32 
marks, or not quite $7.60, a week for 
a family of ii\ e adults. Their expen 
ditures for food, he assorted, were 
about $4 for the family, or SO cents 
apiece a -\\eek.

ployed sister. The family ve visited

much or not, and despite the fact

dows on the picture of the unem- 
ployed. One of the six children was 
tubercular, but had to sleep in the 
the sleeping room with the other 
seven members of the family. Most 
significant of all, th© mother in the 
most matter-of-fact way remarkec 
that the six were all that was left 
of an original nineteen. 
Thirteen 


had died In infancy. 


Out oC the big Lutheran Church 


of the Holy Cross a hundred yards 
away issued music. We looked in. 
There were no fewer tharF 1,000 cbil 
dren from six to fourteen years of 
age. 


"We have experienced an immense 


revival of public 
Interest in the 


church," the pastor told me. "The 
misery of this community is beyonc 
description and is worse now than I 
ever conceived possible. At the same 
time I have never seen such an at- 
tendance at our services and I recog- 
nize the connection. A week ago we 
had a special service and had to hire 
the largest hall in town for the 2,200 
who came to pray. In our Sunday 
school class now we have a mini- 
mum regular attendance of 1,000."
